The subject 
not new us, but lately have acquired 
broader contact with because new law 
dealing specifically with livestock remedies. 
well, perhaps, that review order 


provide with some perspective the. 


total situation, and able, therefore, 


judge this new law’s place the agricultural 


industry. new law can quite disturbing 
individuals and groups its possible 
effects are first considered. often happens 
that the better learn understand 
law, the reasons for its enactment, and what 
actually involves our own daily lives, 


the better can live and enjoy life under it. 
The medication farm animals has been 


growing tremendously recent years. 
fact, the present practices farmers their 
handling drugs are almost post-war 
development. This particularly true the 
instance medicated feeds with which 
most familiar. the late 1930’s, believe 
had our first feed which chemical additives 
were mixed for the purpose controlling 
livestock disease. this particular case, 
happened for the control coccidiosis 
poultry. was not successful, and had 
very short life, but presaged practices which 
were become general the growing 
poultry, and later extending all our 
farm animals. 

Chemical research for therapeutic agents, 
during the war years, produced many new 
compounds, and, along with the development 
their chemistry and came 
production facilities large capacity. 
the end the war, industry was capable 
producing very large quantities many 
“wonder” drugs, and their price was such 
that they could extended veterinary us- 
ages. Among the more prominent products 
this early period were the several sulfani- 
lamides, and they are still widely used the 
control certain diseases livestock and 
poultry. 

Around 1950, there came the use anti- 
biotics feeds, first growth promotants 
and later for their very definite therapeutic 
effects. Early usages were almost entirely for 
poultry, but practices recently have enlarged 
use them routine mass treatment 
larger animals. Almost weekly read 
research that points further new drugs 
which may soon the market for 
variety purposes, Things may expected 
grow much more complex, and there

opportunity for new alliance between all 
who are interested this field. 

our feed regulatory work, have 
watched these developments with 
deal interest, and have participated 
their control. believe that our agency proba- 
bly has more active control medicated 
feeds than any other governmental agency, 
state federal, the United States. 
have staff inspectors who are calling 
upon feed plants, stores, and farms through- 
out the State where medicated feeds are regu- 
larly sampled, and later analyzed our well 
equipped laboratory Sacramento. 

should like observe that, whole, 
the experiences our control activities have 
been very satisfactory, and misrepresenta- 
tions and misusages are minimum. 
Farmers using these products are, undoubt- 
edly, deriving benefit from them. Certainly, 
cannot approve all that has been done, 
but there does seem general accept- 
ance this type husbandry thoughout the 
poultry and livestock industry. 

While medicated feeds are regulated under 
chapter the Agricultural Code, until re- 
cently there was similar specific control 
over drugs for mixing feed those which 
are administered directly animals dos- 
age form some manner other than the 
feed, for example, the water. All usages 
and labeling interstate traffic were passed 
upon Federal Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, but there was specific control state 
agencies during the period their rapid 
development. Only the general drug laws 
applied. The sale them was subject 
state pharmacy laws, and, many cases, 
they were legally restricted sales regi- 
stered pharmacists only. 


These general laws did not contemplate 
the situation that prevails today. was never 
considered that there would combinations 
foods and drugs, the case medicated 
feeds, nor was considered that farm manage- 
ment and veterinary practitioners would have 
need for the wide variety materials, virtu- 
ally duplicating the drugs for humans. Such 
new and very extensive practice the 
modern handling and medication farm 
animals was bound come under review 
those having general responsibilities over 
the handling drugs. Thus, about two years 
ago, did come under criticism from those 
interested the enforcement the pharmacy 
laws. 

Notices violations were issued the 
instance sales drugs feed manufac- 
turers for use medicated feeds, and sales 
drugs farmers for use treatment 
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their own animals. Violation the first case 
was because the sale was person who was 
not licensed drug manufacturer, and 
the second because the product was dispensed 
without prescription, There ensued series 
meetings extending over about fifteen 
months’ time which various attempts were 
made make possible for the farmer 
obtain these drugs without resorting pro- 
cedures which regarded burdensome, 
and probably involving more cost than 
felt could economically bear. Attempts 
solve the problem were not successful, and, 
late the session the 1957 Legislature 
the text law, which was become Chap- 
ter Division the Aricultural Code, 
was introduced. The sponsors the bill were 
from livestock interests and the feed industry. 
There was some opposition, but the bill was 
passed overwhelming majority both 
Houses. became effective law Janu- 
ary this year, and are now assigned 
the duty administering its requirements. 


believe you may know, our practice 
the Department Agriculture never 
sponsor basic legislation this type; however, 
will always assist groups and give our 
views about legislation which they are pro- 
posing for inclusion the Agricultural Code. 
provide them such information have 
relative the similar laws contained the 
statutes other states. will give them 
our opinion the feasibility enforce- 
ment and particularly with regard the cost 
administration the law written 
them. Our service the instance this law 
was provide information the laws con- 
tained other states. This took the form 
synthesis some fifteen sixteen laws, 
and model law developed the Association 
American Feed Control Officials. The law, 
finally enacted, contains some features 
which are not common any these other 
laws, but were felt necessary order meet 
the local situation. refer the specific state- 
ments identification livestock remedy 
required the label, and the license 
sell hazardous remedies retail. 


Let have look this law see its 
general requirements. the first place, 
confined entirely the drugs employed 
the treatment agricultural animals; drugs 
for those species regarded domestic pets are 
excluded their entirety. strictly 
agricultural law. requires registration 
products, and such registration includes 
review the labeling, its claims value, 
guarantees content, directions for use, and 
necessary warnings against misuse. Classified 
hazardous remedies, are those drugs which 
may administered humans, which 
may harmful the health livestock, 
humans who consume products such 
animals when the drug misused. 
necessary have license sell hazardous 
remedies retail. These are general require- 
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ments. There are some others which could 
discussed had more time, but they are 
not pertinent our first review the law. 

Among the exemptions the law are prod- 
ucts sold exclusively and used exclusively 
under the direction licensed veteri- 
narian. Products compounded and sold 
registered pharmacists are also exempt. Ex- 
emptions applying classes products, 
distinguished from professional practices, in- 
clude the biological products manufactured 
under license the Department 
Agriculture State Department Public 
Health, and any drug required federal law 
sold prescription only. this point 
think can begin make the application 
the law clearer consider some ex- 
meet its requirements. you are manu- 
facturer drug, repackager selling 
drug under your own label, necessary 
that you apply for registration the prod- 
uct, submitting labels used various sized 
packages, and perhaps other information 
composition, not completely sup- 
plied the label. The application shall 
accompanied fee $25.00 for each prod- 
uct. review the label, pass upon its com- 
pleteness and correctness, and, satisfactory, 
issue registration which allows the product 
remedy and sold retail the 
manufacturer, his distributor, anyone else, 
the hazardous remedy license becomes neces- 
sary. Hazardous remedies are not specifically 
listed the law; but guide for their classi- 
fication given. find necessary con- 
sider that soluble injectable antibiotics, 
and antibiotic type mastitis treatments must 
included this class because testimony 
developed the course the enactment 
the legislation. 

Veterinarians may buy and sell these prod- 
ucts also. You, course, under your profes- 
sional license, are entitled buy them for 
the purpose administering them animals 
under your treatment. This new law permits 
you buy them and provide them, including 
sale, any situation under your direction. 
expect give recognition practices 
which know you are following and which 
are perfectly satifactory providing these 
drugs for use under your general direction. 
Thus, you may charge for the drug without 
special license, even though hazardous 
remedy, long the usage under your 
direction. the other hand ,if you are selling 
hazardous remedies from dispensary where 
your professional advice and services are not 
always available, the license required. 
Such over-the-counter sales assistant, 
not capable rendering professional services, 
are outside the exemptions provided the 
law. believe these provisions and the 
policies which intend apply, will more

with large acidophilic azurophilic cytoplas- 
mic bodies. Blood groups are apparently not 
great importance. Isohemolysins may de- 
velop after one more transfusions from the 
same donor, but deaths have resulted, 
with some 


normal lymphocytes and monocytes, 


although nausea and dyspnea, 
hemolysis, may occasionally occur. 


Hemophilia has not been reported cats 
but other hemorrhagic tendencies are occa- 
sionally encountered. high estrogen level 
may blamed for prolonged oozing blood 
after spaying, but the tendency more often 
accompanies severe anemia, leading sub- 
cutaneous hemorrhage, bleeding from the 
gums into the chambers the eye. Throm- 
bocytopenia may the cause, due toxic 
depression marrow with overcrowding 
malignant cells; rarely the platelets appear 
destroyed the spleen. Sometimes liver 
disease responsible for deficiency pro- 


thrombin fibrinogen. 


There are three general groups anemias. 
The anemia from hemorrhage has usually 
obvious cause, and the blood would show 
accelerated red-cell formation and leukocyto- 
indicating good 


sis within few hours, 
marrow response. 


Anemias due increased red-cell de- 
struction may due infectious agents, 
chemicals, antigen-antibody auto-im- 
mune reactions. There may hemoglobinuria 
and sometimes enlarged 
spleen. Blood films show many young red-cell 
forms and white cells are usually increased. 
the cause can dealt with, transfusions 
may successfully aid the cat through the crisis. 
the specific infectious anemia described 
Flint and Moss, some good results have been 
reported with chloromycetin and terramycin. 
Very rarely, overactive spleen may the 
cause hemolytic anemia, but the spleen 
should not removed unless blood studies 
have eliminated the possibility leukemia. 

Most the anemias, however, are due 
decreased red-cell production. Chronic liver 
pancreas disease gastric fur ball may 
cause anemia this general type. Iron defi- 
ciency rarely dietary, but may follow para- 
sitism stomach ulcer; the cells are small 
and pale. Toxins are more commonly respon- 
sible for decreased red-cell formation, 
panleukopenia and tremendous variety 
other infections. good marrow response 
encouraging. Chronic infections usually are 
accompanied lack young red cells, but 


jaundice, 
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the white cells vary number and type. 
Poisoning may some cases result leuko- 
penia, others followed infection 
and secondary response bacterial invaders. 
Lastly, moderate anemia, but irreversible, 
may accompany chronic kidney disease with 
slowly developing uremia. 

substantial number cases severe 
refractory anemia cats are associated with 
leukemias, and the diagnosis may difficult 
and long-delayed the disorder sub- 
leukemic aleukemic type. 


Vascular Diseases Man and Animals 
(Stuart Lindsay, M.D.). Arteriosclerosis 
disease aging, and its increasing incidence 
reflects the aging the The 
American diet supposed affect the inci- 
dence. However, arteriosclerosis does also 
occur the very young, and cholesterol not 
the only factor involved. Dr. Lindsay has 
studied arteriosclerosis species, and finds 
other processes going long before lipid de- 
position, which characteristic the dis- 
ease man rather than animals generally. 
The slides demonstrated the development 
the lesion, making clear that arteriosclerosis 
degenerative disease, with later lipid 
infiltration some instances. 


Equine Respiratory Viral Diseases (Jack 
Bryans, Ph.D.). Respiratory diseases are most 
important horses, and most frequent the 
younger group. The age difference partly 
due more stress the young, and their 
physical immaturity. Most the agents re- 
sponsible have not yet been captured the 
laboratory. Dr. Bryans described two viruses, 
both causing catarrhal inflammation the 
respiratory tract, abortion, and systemic dis- 
ease. One known equine influenza, cellu- 
litis, more properly, equine rhinopneumo- 
nitis. the same the virus “viral 
abortion.” The virus the second disease, 
equine viral arteritis, was isolated few years 
ago during serious outbreak Ohio. Both 
viruses cause leukopenia, but not the same 
blood picture. They are not related each 
other human swine influenza. 

Rhinopneumonitis has only recently been 
studied. can epizootic, and has been 
responsible for outbreaks Kentucky, 
per cent cases occurring between Decem- 
ber and April, and most them January. 
One two cases given farm usual, 
although per cent morbidity has occurred. 
rarely occurs the same farm consecu- 
tive years. Carriers have not yet been found, 
but probably exist. The incubation period 
102 105, higher night, and lasting from 
two days week more. Rhinitis pro- 
gresses mucopurulence; there coughing,

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conjunctivitis, leg edema; sometimes edema 
the larynx and pharynx; but rarely pneu- 
monia. Abortion occurs one three months 
after the disease has been recognized the 
young horses the farm, and not usually 
before the eighth month gestation. The 
mare may show signs disease im- 
pending abortion, and there are usually 
complications such afterbirth. 
There may posterior paralysis, which dis- 
appears the time abortion; abortion 
does not occur, may progress and lead 
death. Most the fetuses have lesions but 
are alive the time abortion. Their lungs 
are heavy and rigid; this edema the best 
indication virus abortion. There are hemor- 
rhages the lungs and mediastinum, much 
clear fluid the thoracic cavity, and necrosis 
the liver. 


Serologic tests are valueless, the anti- 
bodies not rise just before after abortion. 
Vaccine made from fetal tissues causes hemo- 
lytic jaundice the foals. Vaccine made from 
the livers infected hamsters does not pro- 
duce antibodies foals, but may use 
mares. nasal spray being developed, 
but its value has not yet been proved. 


The Chemical Nature Virus Infectivity 
(Heinz Fraenkel-Conrat, M.D.). Viruses are 
closely connected with genes that hard 
tell where one stops and the other begins. 
Some viruses apparently can join the cell 
gene, reproduced invisibly for generations, 
and then activated ultraviolet light 
carcinogen. other cases virus can kill 
cell and come out different strain. 
Therefore, not only can virus material join 
cell material, but cell material can join 
virus. There real borderline between 
virus and non-virus any more than between 
life and non-life. cell can put out DNA 
(desoxyribonucleic acid) and change the gen- 
etic character another cell. DNA extracted 
from virus can cause the same disease the 
virus itself, and can RNA (ribonucleic 
acid). 

Tobacco mosaic virus constructed with 
the protein outside and the nucleic acid in- 
side, but not quite like the lead pencil. 
The protein built units containing six 
peptides each, arranged helical fashion. 
broken up, these proteins will rearrange 
themselves when given the right pH, chains 
unrestricted length. When the nucleic acid 
present serve core, the length the 
helix determined somehow the nucleic 
acid. The virus thus reconstituted just like 
the original virus, and much more stable than 
either component. The disease produced 
determined the core, and the immune 
reaction the protein. core wrapped with 
the wrong protein will cause the right disease 
but will have the wrong immune reaction. Its 


next generation will have the right protein 
wrapping, synthesized the obliging host.

Overtreatment avoided, and some- 
times any treatment all undesirable. 
often wise watch and wait, although this 
rarely pleases the client. 


Specific Skin Disorders the Cat (Jean 
Holzworth, D.V.M.). The cat has skin disorders 
less frequently than the dog, but the variety 
just great. The cat’s surface more 
vulnerable than the dog’s only respect 
chemical toxicity. Amounts benzyl benzo- 
ate, Canex, DDT and other chlorinated hydro- 
carbons, salicylates, phenolic 
derivatives, mercurial and iodine compounds, 
that would give dog trouble may fatal 
the cat either local damage 
absorption. 

Eczema usually mixed acute and chronic, 
purely chronic. The cause not estab- 
lished, but has rare cases been reliably 
attributed allergy. Nutrition probably 
not involved. The most effective local treat- 
ment removal fleas and rinsing with 
Phisohex selenium (washed off thorough- 
ly) mild sulfur preparations (allowed 
dry on). Antihistaminics and sex hormones 
may useful, but cortisone most effective. 
Small semiweekly doses may continued 
indefinitely ward off recurrence. 


So-called “rodent ulcer,” which may also 
have allergic implications, non-malignant 
lesion usually affecting the upper lip, which 
may become much thickened. Often associated 
with this are raised, angry-looking prolifera- 
tions the buccal cavity; small lesions may 
appear between the toe pads. Skin lesions 
heal spontaneously protected from the cat’s 
tongue. Lesions may removed from lips 
and mouth deep electrocautery followed 
cortisone and antibiotic. 
Recurrence may prevented, eczema, 
cortisone. 


The endocrine etiology skin disorder 
occasionally suspected but rarely estab- 
lished. Thinning hair neutered cats 
middle age older has been caused thy- 
roid deficiency some cases, and sometimes 
moderate doses estrogen androgen bring 
about improvement. Conversely, spaying may 
beneficial some cats that are constantly 
heat have endometrial hyperplasia. Oc- 
casionally syndrome the Cushing type 
has been suspected but not proven. 


Wound infections with trench-mouth spiro- 
chetes occasionally are seen fighting toms. 
These are very destructive tissue, resulting 
enormous sloughs. Blood-forming tissues 
may depressed that pancytopenia re- 
sults. 

Cryptococcosis, tolulosis, deserves more 
attention, although rare, invariably 
fatal. The typical yeast cells have been nu- 
merous all cases, both wet preparations 
stained with India ink Lugol’s solution, and 
hematoxylin-eosin sections. 

Ringworm the most important skin in- 
fection cats and usually caused (98 per 
cent) Microsporum canis. The Wood’s light 
gives yellow-green fluorescence many, 
but not all, cases. Healthy carrier cats have 
been found, especially catteries. Complete, 
close clipping and thorough treatment over 
period weeks months, may effect cure, 
but often advisable recommend eutha- 
nasia. Many the fungicides useful other 
species seem ineffective the cat, and the 
medicaments used should varied frequently 
that the cat will not exposed for too 
long any one them. 

For otodectic mange, drastic treatment 
unnecessary. Several thorough treatments 
with bland oil usually eliminate the parasite. 
Notoedric mange (head mange) rarely seen 
until considerably advanced. These cats are 
often poor risks for barbiturate anesthetics, 
and drastic treatment contraindicated. Usu- 
ally, massage with oily sulfur preparation 
will soften crusts, sooth the skin, and destroy 
the mites. When the cure well along and 
the cat’s condition improved, bath and good 
are order. This has been called 
“sarcoptic mange” but not similar sarcop- 
tic mange man and dog; man not sus- 
ceptible. 

Screw-worm infestation occurs the cat, 
and the past two years has been reported 
far north Pennsylvania. 


Squamous-cell Carcinomas White-faced 
Cats (Myron Schaffer, D.V.M.). Dr. Schaf- 
fer showed slides the ear carcinomas, oc- 
curing not necessarily white cats, but 
white ears only. There ulceration, curling 
the edges, scabbing, and waxy appear- 
ance. The affected portion ear removed, 
and sutured for ear crop.

They had found that injection killed 
organisms resistance challenging doses, 
given short time later, could induced.

Young dogs, even age 
which vaccination against other agents 
generally successful, are highly erratic 
their antibody response even live organ- 
isms, and titers may disappear within six 
weeks two months inoculation. 
demonstrable secondary antibody response 
occurs animals carrying residual titers from 
previous vaccination, infection, ingestion 
colostrum from immune dams. This situa- 
tion throws doubt the soundness rou- 
tine revaccination. 


The only use vaccine against canine 
leptospirosis that can recommended this 
time stopgap measure for temporary 
protection dogs entering shows, field trials, 
boarding kennels. Quite probably, high- 
titered antiserum would preferable. 


Complications the Diagnosis Canine 
Filariasis 
NORMAN F. BAKER, D.V.M., Ph.D. 

The recent discovery two types 
microfilariae the blood experimental dogs 
Newton and Wright led them believe 
that filarid worm other than Dirofilaria im- 
mitis might parasitize dogs the United 
States. Subsequent work established that this 
was the case, and showed that Dipetalonema 
reconditum, filarid inhabiting the subcutan- 
eous tissues, was the parasite responsible for 
one type microfilaria, while Dirofilaria im- 
mitis was responsible for the other type. Since 
the finding microfilariae the peripheral 
blood dogs can longer considered 
diagnostic heartworm infection, the diag- 
nostic tests commonly used veterinary 
practitioners are inadequate. use 
modified Knott’s procedure and subsequent 
microscopic examination and measurement 
microfilariae the two species may differen- 
tiated. addition, Giemsa-stained thick films 
examined under oil immersion will reveal 
differences the internal anatomy the 
microfilariae. The possibility that still other 
species filarid worms may exist dogs 
the United States should kept mind. 


The Present-Day Uses the Thomas Splint 
BERNARD A. HOEHNER, D.V.M. 


The impact that internal fixation has had 
veterinary orthopedics makes necessary 
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examine the present status the Thomas 
splint. 

When used conjunction with various 
methods internal fixation, the support 
adds greatly increases the chances correct 
bone healing. comminuted fractures the 
femur humerus, where pin used 
promote alignment fragments, Thomas 
splint should applied prevent shorten- 
ing the limb rotational displacement. 
the use the Leighton shuttle pin, wise 
utilize the additional support provided 
the Thomas splint. fractures the 
elbow, provides counterforce against the 
pull the triceps, taking the strain off any 
pin screw that may used. fresh 
sprains joints, may used rest the 
part, preventing further damage while allow- 
ing healing take place. Following surgery 
joints such the elbow stifle, liga- 
ment reconstruction, provides rest and sup- 
port while the tissues heal. 


primary fixation, probably its best use 
tibial fractures and especially commi- 
nuted ones. The tibia does not lend itself 
internal fixation well the other long 
bones, and the Thomas splint can used 
good advantage without jeopardizing the stifle 
joint. 

The Thomas splint remains great con- 
tribution veterinary orthopedics, and its 
value justifies the mastering its design and 
application. 


Ear Disease the Dog 
McBRIDE, D.V.M. 


Breeders have altered various breeds 
dogs, i.e., the spaniel breeds, just the dairy- 
man has altered the modern dairy cow. Se- 
lective breeding over number years 
many cases has resulted narrow skull, 
prominent eye, and low-set, pendulous con- 
chal cartilage. The weight the conchal car- 
tilage effectively “caps” the external meatus 
and prevents good ventilation the ear canal. 
The ear canal also longer and more tortu- 
ous than formerly, which further complicates 
ventilation. Selective breeding for heavy 
coat has resulted extreme increase 
hair the medial aspect the conchal carti- 
lage; this hair also continues into the ear 
canal proper. This, too, prevents efficient 
ventilation both the external meatus and 
the canal itself. 


This improper ventilation results per- 
sistent, unhygienic ear canal which becomes 
chronically inflamed with rather characteris- 
tic progressive pathological changes. The in- 
flammatory changes are soon complicated 
stubborn bacterial infections, which until 
rather recently were for the most part Gram- 
negative nature. Lately, Gram-positive 
bacteria have also been identified causing 
persistent otitis the dog. 
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quite possible that persistent otitis 
continually the increase because ana- 
tomical characteristics certain breeds and 
the increasing resistance both Gram-nega- 
tive and Gram-positive bacteria. 


Injuries the Ligaments and Meniscuses 
the Stifie (Alida Wind, D.V.M.). Dr. Wind 
showed slides carefully explaining the anato- 
the stifie joint and the functions its 
parts; this led discussion the diagnosis 
joint injuries. Partial ruptures become 
complete not properly treated, and such 
cases surgical care very worth while and 
gives excellent results. Muscle atrophy may 
the first sign noticed slight chronic 
lameness. Radiographs will show exostoses, 
joint mice, Cortisone with without 
aspirin useful. The joint can opened and 
cleaned up, and although this may very 
difficult, the results may quite remarkable. 
Firing may useful selected cases. 
general, the prognosis not too good, espe- 
cially there are complications, and 
worthwhile before surgery consider all fac- 
tors.

Current Status Bovine Dwarfism 
LOGAN M. JULIAN, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


The status bovine dwarfism today 
dependent upon the interpretation its mode 


inheritance and upon the definition dwarf 
animals. 


There are two schools thought concern- 
ing dwarfism. One maintains that the dwarf 
problem confined the brachycephalic 
(short-headed, snorter) dwarf, and that this 
condition inherited simple recessive 
gene. Thus, according this viewpoint, the 
cattle population divided into three groups 
(in reference dwarfism)—dwarfs, hetero- 
zygotes, and normal animals. 

the other hand, the concept bovine 
dwarfism, developed Gregory and 
collaborators the University California, 
presents dwarfism complex which in- 
cludes not only the brachycephalic dwarf, but 
also the dolichocephalic dwarf, several types 
intermediate dwarf forms and comprest 
cattle. Increasing evidence from controlled 
mating tests and from detailed anatomical 
studies supports this concept dwarfism. 


All statements, publications, and informa- 


tion concerning bovine dwarfism must in- 
terpreted the reader the concept 
bovine dwarfism and the interpretation its 
mode inheritance held the writer. 


Each dwarf type must defined and 
recognized and its genetic relation the other 
groups must established and appreciated 
before the problem can understood, 
before hope for solution can had. The 
only method control available presen\ 
the progeny test; however, the progeny test 
routinely performed today ineffective. 
All types dwarfs must recognized. 
animal may discarded from the test proge- 
without thorough examination. many 
cases necessary permit progeny 
mature before diagnosis can made with 
certainty. 


Research dwarfism advancing 
further elucidation the mode inheritance 
dwarfism and the establishment addi- 
tional structural and functional criteria 
each dwarf group. The latter may em- 
ployed aid the identification members 
the dwarf complex resulting from progeny 
tests. Veterinarians may assist materially to- 
ward solution dwarfism keeping 
abreast the changing status the field and 
making their knowledge available ani- 
mal producers. 


Pleuropneumonia-Like Organisms 
Diseases Animals 
DONALD R. CORDY, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


Pleuropneumonia-like organisms (PPLO) 
are tiny, bacteria-like micro-organisms which 
can grown cell-free artificial media. 
They are generally regarded being highly 
host-specific. 

Bovine pleuropneumonia cattle and cap- 
rine pleuropneumonia and contagious agalac- 
tia goats and sheep are important PPLO 
infections various parts the world, but 
are not known occur this country. 

1954, highly fatal PPLO infection 
appeared California dairy goat herd. The 
disease was septicemic nature, with severe 
arthritis animals surviving any length 
time. Two subsequent isolations have been 
made California, and similar outbreaks 
have been reported from Australia and Swe- 
den. While this PPLO has some affinities 
distinct type. Experimentally inoculated sheep 
and goats showed disease similar the 
field cases, with the added appearance 
serositis and some meningitis. Very surpris- 
ing was the fact that this PPLO produced the 
disease equally severe form 
Calves appeared not affected. Limited 
field trials and egg embryo protection tests 
suggest some beneficial effects from the use 
tetracyclines, erythromycin and streptomy- 
cin. 
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PPLO distinctive type were isolated 
from case arthritis calf. The agent 
produced lameness experimental calves, but 
was innocuous lambs and pigs. 

study ovine lobar pneumonia, 
isolations PPLO were made from field 
cases. The organism was also recovered from 
100 normal lamb tracheas. While play- 
ing important part pneumonia, the 
PPLO did produce transient arthritis 
many the experimental lambs. 


Nocardial Mastitis Dairy Cows 
PIER, D.V.M. 


The bovine mammary gland known 
harbor wide variety micro-organisms, 
few these cause the vast majority mam- 
mary disease, fewer still are implicated 
public health problems and many are scien- 
tific curiosities. Recently Nocardia asteroides 
was isolated from per cent the udders 
single California dairy herd. The infec- 
tion was previously unreported this coun- 
try. 

Clinical evidence infection has been 
observed first lactation heifers within 
week calving, well older animals 
mid lactation. Infected glands shed altered 
milk which, advanced cases, contain masses 
branched mycelia, which can presump- 
tively identified microscopic examination. 
Diseased animals have shown temperatures 
reaching 107° and extreme fibrosis the 
infected glands which often contain palpable 
nodules. single fatality has been observed. 
Pathological changes the infected glands 
include granuloma formation and proliferative 
changes epithelial surfaces. The extreme 
induration untreated glands soon makes 
slaughter economic necessity. 


Therapy trials using 500 mg. novobiocin 
cc. nitrofurazone (0.2 per cent) solu- 
tion have been successful several naturally 
infected animals. The organism has survived 
exposure 64° for minutes. four 
commonly used disinfectant solutions tested 
benzalkonium chloride (Roccal’s) and chlo- 
rine, both 200 p.p.m., were found most 
effective.

Progress Report the Marin County Pilot 
Whey Testing Brucellosis Program 
H. S. CAMERON, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


order implement the recommendation 
the United States Livestock Sanitary Asso- 
ciation that further research should con- 
ducted the whey test evaluate its 
effectiveness eliminating brucellosis from 
dairy cattle under the area plan, pilot pro- 
gram was initiated Marin County. The 
program, cooperative with the U.S.D.A., the 
California Division Animal Industry, and 
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the University California, went into effect 
April, 1957. Herds were screened the milk 
ring test. Individual lactating cows ring 
suspicious herds were whey tested and dry 
cow’s blood tested. Whey testing was the 
plate technique, using milk ring test antigen 
rather than blood test antigen. the first 
complete round testing the county some 
240 herds, representing total thousand 
animals over months age, per cent 
the herds contained reactors the whey 
blood tests, 1.09 per cent all animals 
over months age. the basis retests 
about half the county, infection has been 
eliminated about per cent the infected 
herds, and the percentage reactors reduced 
0.38. This also represents reduction 
whey reactors from 2.9 0.8 per cent. The 
preliminary results suggest that brucellosis 
dairy herds can eradicated whey testing 
rather than blood testing lactating cows. 


Infectious Bovine Rhinotracheitis 
JOHNSTON, 


new disease cattle, now called infec- 
tious bovine rhinotracheitis (IBR), was first 
observed Colorado and California about 
1950 and was called variously “acute up- 
per respiratory disease,” “infectious necrotic 
and “red The disease 
characterized severe inflammation 
the upper respiratory passages accompanied 
excessive nasal discharge, salivation, dysp- 
nea, fever, weight loss, and sometimes pneu- 
monia and death. The fact that the lesions are 
limited the respiratory system helps dif- 
ferentiate IBR from mucosal disease, virus 
diarrhea, malignant catarrhal fever, and rin- 
derpest. 

With the use tissue culture procedures, 
infectious agent was isolated from clinical 
cases IBR California, Colorado, and Ohio. 
was shown that the agent was virus 
which would reproduce the disease experi- 
mental animals, and the various isolates 
proved identical serum neutraliza- 
tion and cross-protection tests. 


Fortunately the virus produced cyto- 
pathogenic effect tissue culture which 
facilitated its study the laboratory. 
using special “terminal dilution” technics, 
strain the virus was modified passage 
tissue culture. The modified virus does not 
produce any signs disease except for 
occasional transient fever, yet stimulates 
the production antibodies and high degree 
resistance infection. The modified virus 
not spread contact between vaccinated 
and susceptible animals; does not cause 
reduction milk production; and does not 
cause lesions even when large amounts are 
sprayed intranasally. now available

Scrapie—A Threat Our Sheep Industry 
ARTHUR BOYD, D.V.M. 


Scrapie disease about which know 
too little; most baffling because fits none 
the usual patterns infectious diseases. 

The long incubation period (18 
months) scrapie confronts with dis- 
ease that might classed one that goes 
underground and keeps working the 
dark. This feature makes difficult for 
tell are making headway our 
eradication efforts. 

Scrapie was first reported the United 
States 1947, and during the following 10- 
year period has appeared flocks 
states. addition the large number 
sheep disposed because scrapie, many 
being valuable breeding lines, excess 
one-half million animals this country 
are present under surveillance due pos- 
sible exposure. California has had three out- 
breaks scrapie: 1952, 1955, and 1957. The 
third and most costly occurrence scrapie 
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sheep California was during the early part 
1957. this outbreak, indemnity pay- 
ments alone made the federal and state 
governments exceeded $400,000. interna- 
tional cooperative research project scrapie 
imperative. 

could lose the battle against scrapie 
program expanded research not under- 
taken early date. must discover the 
cause, how spread, how detect early, 
the significance carriers, and effective 
treatment. 


Viral Pneumonia Sheep—Some 
Recent Findings 
DONALD CORDY, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


distinctive enzootic pneumonia occurring 
during the summer months perhaps the 
most serious disease problem feeder lambs 
California. Morbidity rather high and 
survivors make poor gains. Flock mortality 
often per cent and may reach per cent. 
Outbreaks often appear following shipment 
feeders. 


The etiology this entity still not clear. 
Various bacteria and pleuropneumonia-like 
organisms have been isolated, but appear 
have primary concern the disease. 
1952 McKercher recovered virus the 
psittacosis-lymphogranuloma group from 
pneumonic sheep lungs intranasal pas- 
sage mice. More recently, Boidin has made 
additional isolations and studied the experi- 
mental disease lambs. 


Virus, Pasteurella multocida and pleuro- 
pneumonia-like organisms from ovine pneu- 
monia were propagated eggs and given 
intratracheally. The agents were given indi- 
vidually and various combinations. Only 
groups receiving virus, whether alone 
combination, became sick. Fever, dyspnea 
and cough appeared the day after inoculation 
and persisted several days. Coughing and 
some weight loss persisted until the experi- 
ment was concluded. Half each group 
lambs was killed the fourth day and half 
days. Rather extensive consolidation 
the anteroventral portions the lungs were 
seen days. Only small foci chronic 
bronchiolitis and alveolar collapse remained 
days, indicating rapid recovery. The 
non-viral groups showed pneumonia 
autopsy either date. 


While the experimental virus disease did 
not entirely reproduce the picture seen 
field cases, was distinctly pathogenic and 
provides valuable basis for further investi- 
gation. 


Anaplasmosis Deer and Its Possible Re- 
lationship the Natural Disease Cattle 
(J. Christensen, D.V.M., Ph.D.) Dr. Christ- 
ensen reported the results work conducted 
collaboration with Dr. John Osebold 
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the School Veterinary Medicine and Merton 
Rosen the State Department Fish 
and Game determine the transmissibility 
Anaplasma marginale infection between cattle 
and deer. 

Four adult male Columbian black-tailed 
deer that had been raised captivity were 
inoculated subcutaneously with blood from 
bovine carriers marginale. All deer 
developed anaplasma infections between the 
second and eighth weeks following inocula- 
tion that were detected blood smear ex- 
amination for anaplasma bodies and rise 
deer there was apparent clinical disturb- 
ance associated with these infections, while 
one deer developed moderately severe ana- 
plasmosis characterized anemia and weak- 
ness. Two splenectomized calves inoculated 
with blood taken from these deer after 
anaplasma infections had been established de- 
veloped acute, fatal anaplasmosis. 


The results this experiment demonstrate 
that the common deer the coastal area 
California are readily infected with margi- 
nale blood inoculation and that this in- 
fection may transmitted back cattle 
typical acute form. Since large areas range- 
land the western states are occupied 
deer, cattle and vector ticks, the possibility 
exists that wild deer are important carriers 
latent marginale infection. 


Newer Bacterial Concepts Bloat 
R. E. HUNGATE, Ph.D. 


One the most striking features 
ruminant its continuous rapid fermentation 
ingested forage. The gas produced (about 
half gallon per minute 1,000-lb. animal) 
eructated the normal animal but be- 
comes trapped small bubbles the rumen 
contents animals bloating legumes. 
little gas escapes, the pressure the rumen 
can ultimately cut off the circulation and the 
animal quickly dies. 

has been known for some time that 
certain rumen bacteria produce copious quan- 
tities slime when cultured readily avail- 
able carbohydrates, and current hypothesis 
that this slime causes gas retention the 
rumen. This idea attractive because differ- 
ences the kind micro-organism can ac- 
count for bloating some animals, and not 
others similarly fed. The finding Bar- 
rentine Mississippi State College that 
100 mg. procaine penicillin per steer per 
day effective reducing bloat, suggests that 
microbial activity vitally concerned. 

the kind micro-organism important, 
control through type feed should prove 
feasible. Already Cole and coworkers have 
shown this campus that feeding grasses 
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with legumes significantly reduces the inci- 
dence bloat. Various grasses are not equally 
effective. 


One observation indicates that also non- 
foamy bloat can occur animals high- 
grain fattening ration. Washington State 
College one steer group fed only pelleted 
feed showed acute bloat which was completely 
relieved passing stomach tube. Examina- 
tion rumen contents showed high acidity 
(pH 4.5). This type would caused quite 
different mechanism than that due reten- 
tion small gas bubbles. (Condensed from 
Dr. Hungate’s paper.) 


The Current Status Hormones 
Fattening Cattle 
M. T. CLEGG, Ph.D. 

The use hormones stimulate weight 
gains cattle is, most feed lot operators, 
sound economic practice. There are, how- 
ever, differences response which are related 
amount estrogen administered, sex, age 
treatment, length treatment, amount and 
nature nutrients, well the individual 
genetic make-up. Furthermore, some, but 
not all cases, deleterious effects may ob- 
served. These may excessive mammary 
development, staggy conformation, lack fat 
covering, vaginal prolapse the female, en- 
larged prepuce the male, and hypertrophy 
the male accessory reproductive tissue. 

From the results many investigations, 
now well established that for maximum 
growth response following treatment, animals 
should maintained high energy in- 
take. generalization, when steers are 
normally gaining from lbs. daily, 
stilbestrol implantation will produce signifi- 
cant increase gain. The degree increased 
gain some extent dependent upon dose. 
mg. daily oral dose somewhat less effective 
than mg. implant. the other hand, 
the lower levels less undesirable effects 
occur. Only far the effective level 
following ingestion much lower than fol- 
lowing implantation, there otherwise essen- 
tially difference response between either 
method administration. general, the 
female less responsive the growth stimu- 
lating effects estrogen. 

The most effective time for treatment ap- 
pears the beginning the fattening 
period. Although suckling calves may show 
some response following estrogen treatment, 
these effects not persist. Steers implanted 
suckling calves, again weaners, and 
again feeders made better gains than 
those treated only feeders. Although treat- 
animals gain more rapidly and reach 
heavier weight sooner than untreated, they 
should nevertheless fed for longer time 
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than normal order achieve the degree 
finish desired for the higher grading car- 
cass. 

Because individual genetic differences, 
deleterious effects following treatment may 
occasionally appear more conspicuous than 
usual. For this reason, any new hormone 
product should thoroughly tested large 
number animals before adequately 
evaluated.

Diseases Cats (Jean Holzworth, D.V.M.). 
Osteogenesis imperfecta (brittlebone) 
hereditary disease kittens, especially Sia- 
mese. often misdiagnosed rickets, but 
serum calcium and phosphorus are normal. 
Radiographs show lack skeletal density 
with multiple deformity. Callus formation 
negligible, contrast rickets. Mild cases 
may treated with calcium, vitamin and 
rest. 

Cerebellar hypoplasia another congenital 
condition young kittens and should not 
mistaken for nutritional deficiency ear 
mites. causes nervous incoordination 
various degree, leading stunted growth. 
The cerebellum usually reduced size, 
and the characteristic finding reduction 
Purkinje cells. 

Pyothorax very common cats and can 
occur without apparent cause. There sud- 
den severe dyspnea and resistance changes 
posture. High fever frequent and aids 
diagnosis; subnormal and normal tempera- 
tures are bad sign. The fluid line visible 
radiographically. variety organisms may 
involved, especially coliform, pseudo- 
monas, proteus, streptococci and staphylococ- 
ci. treatment, the thorax drained and 
flushed daily, and antibiotics are used. The 
prognosis not hopeless, occasional cat 
makes complete recovery. 

sudden leg paralysis with acute pain 
may caused arterial thrombus. 
Retching, mydriasis, cyanosis, rapid respira- 
tion and pulse, and subnormal temperature 
are other signs. Emboli may occur the 
central nervous system. The outcome varies 
from immediate death complete recovery. 
Probably the best treatment rest 
oxygen cage, and systemic antibiotics acute 
infection present. 


Closed Circuit Television 

Dr. Woolsey and Dr. Theilen demonstrated 
the collection vaginal mucus for the vibrio- 
sis test. sterile tampon with 18” string 
attached inserted through glass speculum 
and left for minutes more. Then 
withdrawn, put back its sterile bottle, and 
sent the laboratory. 

Dr. Hughes and Dr. Asbury demonstrated 
device for unaided rumenotomy which 
seemed very practical. consisted essentially 
metal square which the rumen flaps 
are attached rumen forceps and clamps. 
They also demonstrated the collection 
specimens for trichomoniasis from the prep- 
uce bull, and pudendal block the bull. 
Then there were new types mouth specu- 
lums for horses and cattle, Boyd’s sling for 
“downer” cows, and twitch. All the equip- 
ment except the twitch the market. 

Dr. Hoehner demonstrated his modern ap- 
plication the Thomas splint. says swell- 
ing the foot problem the splint 
properly designed and fitted, and the bandage 
not too tight. 

Dr. Bramer demonstrated simple practi- 
cal mouth speculum for passing stomach 
hard rubber hose about inches long. The dog 
bites down this and the stomach tube 
easily passed. also demonstrated the La- 
croix enemizer, cone-shaped nozzle attached 
the fluid source manipulated 10-inch 
handle, keeping the operator clean. 
showed the simple method determining 
sensitivity some the common organisms 
drugs. 

Dr. Irving Roberts demonstrated plastic 
catheters, which are both cheap and durable. 
also likes the plastic centrifuge tubes. 
uses coin envelopes for sterilizing small items 
like cotton, suture material, etc. has 
clipper grinder and likes very much; can 
get blades sharpened minutes. uses 
“vaporizer” pen instead wax pencil for 
marking glass, more permanent. 

Dr. Wichman and Dr. Vincent demonstrat- 
the handling pigeons, parakeets, and 
parrots, and their physical examination. Tri- 
chomonas infection diagnosed examining 
loopful material from the crop 
microscope. 

Dr. Pettit showed some good radiographs 
illustrating the use pantopaque. not 
for routine use, but confirm doubtful 
diagnosis localize lesion before operation. 
used too soon after injury, swelling the 
cord may lead false impression. 

Dr. Wind demonstrated firing the canine 
stifle. Suitable cases have lameness rather 
short duration, only moderate thickening 
the joint, and minimal exostosis, with 
damage the meniscus. 

Dr. Paul routinely feeds new-born pups 
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and kittens after cesarian section, with 
syringe, using about cc. The balance the 
formula goes home one-ounce dropper 
bottle used until the mother ready 
take over. demonstrated his Electro- 
matic Power Tool Kit for grinding and cutting 
teeth. has adapted foot switch from 
fluoroscope. very helpful grind the 
large, sharp point from the lower fourth 
molar after the upper has been extracted. 
puts eyebolt the wall over every treat- 
ment and grooming table; tying the dog this 
frees the kennel man for other work. Every 
hospital needs standard operating proce- 
dure. This keeps binder, and used 
for training associates, receptionists, and 
kennel help. uses test tapes for determin- 
ing the percentage sugar (Eli Lilly) 
albumin (Ames Co.) the urine. has 
pushbutton knee height his surgery for 
calling help during aseptic surgery. 

Dr. Riddell identifies his patients with 
collar plastic flat tubing, inside which 
puts the name strip paper. also 
demonstrated his stapling method for hema- 
toma. scissors type stapler used, that 
the pressure can controlled. has der- 
mal coapter which holds the incision open 
during operation, and then, turned lengthwise, 
holds the skin apposition for suturing. For 
dosing dogs uses plastic catsup bottle.

New Living Non-spreading Newcastle 
Disease Vaccine 


The modification California 11914 strain 
Newcastle disease virus serial passage 
through tissue culture using minced chicken 
embryos suspended Simm-Sanders medium 
was described. 


The intramuscular route administration 
the vaccine was found the route 
choice. One dose the vaccine given sus- 
ceptible chicks five days age over 
induced immunity lasting least weeks. 
Two doses from weeks apart have re- 
sulted high degree immunity which 
was still evident weeks later. Use the 
vaccine susceptible layers resulted im- 
munity without causing any drop egg pro- 
duction. 


Approximately 40,000 chickens all ages 
have received the vaccine intramuscularly 
without any respiratory nervous symptoms 
resulting from its use. The vaccinated birds 
not transmit the infection susceptible 
pen mates.

perusal the 1956-1957 annual report 
the Livestock Department the County 
Los Angeles, California, over the signature 
Dr. Robert Schroeder, livestock inspector, 
shows that this department has completed 
years service that county with the year 
1956-1957, since being established through 
the efforts Dr. Hurt 1925, following 
the disastrous outbreak foot-and-mouth 
disease the state 1924. 


According this report, which presents 
many interesting and significant facts and 
data subjects coming under its jurisdic- 
tion, the department points out that Los 
Angeles County ranks third among the 3,070 
counties the United States production 
farm products with income value 
$170,452,387—it surpassed two other 
counties—Fresno and Kern. 

Fifty-eight per cent farm income Los 
Angeles County now derived from live- 
stock, Los Angeles County ranking first 
number dairy cows, milk production, and 
total value dairy products sold. ranks 
number two value poultry and poultry 
products, third cattle and calves sold, and 
seventh cattle and calves farms. 

Horse population estimated 28,290 and 
dogs 500,000. 

Emphasizing that rigid inspections, pre- 
vention, recognition, and control infectious 


diseases possibly part responsible for the 


figures quoted, the report compares County 
free from infectious diseases with many 
areas the world where such, comparable 
diseases are not controlled. stated that 
increased world travel and decreased travel 
time have proven two hazards that have 
made necessary strict vigilance against the 
dangers introductions infections. Border 
control not the entire answer—well-trained 
regulatory agencies must maintained. 


Scrapie sheep has been found the 
county among other things, and constant 
surveillance maintained for the presence 
tick fever and vesicular exanthema which 
last, although has not been found the 
county since the summer 1955 can very 
elusive. Credit given the cooking gar- 
bage and constant vigilant inspections for 
such absence, and the same argument ad- 
vanced for the absence Trichina. 

The dairy industry the county produces 
1,210,849,000 pounds whole milk yearly— 
per cent the total market milk the state 
being produced this one county. The trend 
toward larger dairies which makes for more 
complex operation ipso facto calls for inten- 
sification disease control measures. 

Tuberculosis control activities show the 
importation 60,646 animals replacements 
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during the year, and the testing these 
showed only animals reactors—a .095 per- 
centage. 

Brucellosis control procedures are described 
and the laboratory the Los Angeles County 
Livestock Department (one the few ap- 
proved the federal and state governments 
conduct such serological tests) cites the 
conduction 7,169 tests, divided into bovine, 
caprine, ovine, porcine, and water buffalo 
classifications with result showing 6,012 
negatives, 419 positive, and 743 suspects. 

Such subject Infectious Bovine Rhino- 
Tracheitis, Equine Influenza, Molybdenum 
poisoning, and fair and livestock show in- 
spections are well covered. 

Interesting are the figures “Hardware 
Disease” cattle. total 3,618 bovine 
necropsies “foreign body” was diagnosed 
1200—a percentage 33.17 per cent—which 
seems suggest that here should stimulus 
for definite program for elimination 
cause the part the dairy and beef in- 
dustries. 

Mastitis control well covered, programs 
and procedures described, the keeping 
records all programs being emphasized 
being extremely important. 

There was 18,400,000 pounds pork, valued 
$2,944,000, produced Los Angeles County 
during the year, and 2,374 inspections were 
made swine raising establishments.

From the Department Clinical Pathology, School Veterinary Medicine, University California. 


The settling erythrocytes plasma 
associated with the aggregation the red 
cells into rouleaux (chains) agglutination 
(clumps). The formation such aggregates 
reduces the total exposed surface area the 
red cells and increases their rate sedimenta- 
tion. The extent which rouleaux formation 
normally occurs varies with the species. 
most marked the horse, whose erythro- 
cytes exhibit rapid rate sedimentation. 
The red cells the cow show very little 
tendency adhere chains clumps; the 
cells remain dispersed the plasma, and 
settling occurs during the one hour observation 
period. The erythrocytes man, dog, cat, and 
pig show varying degrees rouleaux forma- 
tion with associated sedimentation; the rates 
have been observed vary with disease states. 
this latter group that the erythrocyte 
sedimentation rate (ESR) has proved use- 
ful tool estimating the extent pathologic 
process. 


The ESR performed using the Wintrobe 
hematocrit tube and oxalated blood (Heller- 
Paul anticoagulant, CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN, 
May-June). The tube filled the zero mark 
the top the left hand millimeter scale 
and placed exactly vertical position. 
the end one hour the upper level the red 
cell mass recorded millimeters sedi- 
mentation per hour reading the left hand 
scale. This the observed erythrocyte sedi- 
mentation rate. The test must started 
within the first hour after the blood has been 
drawn, aging the sample results slow- 
ing the rate settling the red cells. 
The tests should conducted room 
temperature (as nearly uniform 
sible): low temperatures decrease and high 
temperatures increase the rate sedimenta- 
tion. The tube must vertical; not 
perpendicular, the rate settling the ery- 
throcytes increased. 


Certain tests will show top clear zone 
plasma followed reddish hazy portion 
which merges gradually into the main mass 
settling red cells (CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN, 
Sept.-Oct. 1957). This referred 
diphasic sedimentation rate; the intermediate 
zone contains red cells which have not formed 
rouleaux. Such test usually indicates the 
presence reticulocytes young red cells 
associated with increased erythrogenesis. This 
may occur following blood loss increased 
red cell destruction (hemolytic disorders). 
diphasic reading occasionally indicates the 
presence numerous erythrocytes ab- 
normal morphology. 

After the ESR has been read, the Wintrobe 
tube centrifuged determine the packed 
cell volume (PCV), (SEE CALIFORNIA VETERI- 
NARIN, Sept.-Oct. 1957 for proper time and 
speed centrifugation). The PCV read

The increased sedimentation rates observed 
disease are reflection alteration, 
resulting from the disease process, the com- 
position the blood plasma. Certain plasma 
proteins increase the rate settling the red 
cells; the increased amounts fibrinogen pro- 
duced the liver during inflammatory dis- 
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ease cause agglutination red cells (sludged 
blood). Globulin increases red cell aggrega- 
tion; albumin believed effect greater 
suspension stability. 

The ESR provides information general 
nature correlating with other diagnostic find- 
ings, e.g., elevation body temperature 
abnormal leucocyte counts. The test particu- 
larly useful detecting occult disease and 
guide the extent and intensity morbid 
process. elevated ESR anticipated 
inflammatory disease involving the skin, 
muscles, bones, internal organs and serous 
surfaces. not necessarily elevated the 
inflammation limited the mucous mem- 
branes the respiratory, gastro-intestinal, 
genito-urinary tracts. elevated ESR 
neoplasia suggests malignancy, although 
significantly elevated rate may not found 
leukemia. Traumatism, extensive burns, 
surgery involving much cutting tissue, such 
ear surgery and enucleation the eyeball, 
produce elevated corrected sedimentation 
rates. 

The ESR especially applicable canine 
and feline bloods and should performed 
routinely all cases which the hematocrit 
being determined. The test valuable 
prognosis; disease should not considered 
arrested until the ESR begins decline the 
normal anticipated rate. Repetition the test 
during the course treatment and observa- 
the progress recovery.

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Post-Graduate University Extension Program 
for Veterinarians 
BENNETT COHEN, University California Medical School, Los Angeles 


Post-graduate courses the basic and clini- 
cal sciences have been available Los Angeles 
area veterinarians since the spring 1956. 
What started effort few local prac- 
titioners participate the regular post- 
graduate medical education program the 
University California Extension has now de- 
veloped into specific university extension 
program for the veterinarians themselves. 
With the cooperation the University 
California Los Angeles, School Medicine; 
Medical Extension, University Extension; the 
School Veterinary Medicine; and the Los 
Angeles County Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, courses now are offered semi-annually. 
The response has been exceptionally fine, with 
every class over-subscribed. This interest 
the desire local veterinarians 
keep pace with newer developments 
their field. 

The courses are given for 8-10 weeks the 
fall and spring, consisting one two-hour 
meeting per week the evening. nominal 
fee charged cover the costs arrange- 
ments and faculty. Classes are limited approxi- 
mately persons facilitate group dis- 
date, the following courses have 
been offered: Pathological Physiology for 
Veterinarians (twice); Special Problems 
Veterinary Virology, Parasitology, and Myco- 
logy; and Selected Topics Veterinary Radio- 
logy, Pathology, and Endocrinology. Offerings 
Pharmacology, Special Surgery, Clinical 
Pathology, and Ophthalmology, among others, 
are planned for the future. 


the conclusion each course, the stu- 
dents are asked submit critical evaluations 
including comments the quality the pro- 
gram and speakers. These evaluations have 
proved useful planning additional programs. 
Although the overall reaction has been highly 
favorable, two interesting criticisms have 
been made. has been suggested that the 
basic science information thus far presented 
has been too theoretical for the day-to-day 
needs the practitioner. Further, since most 
the faculty have consisted medically 
trained people, there has been some feeling 
that the courses lacked veterinary orientation. 
These criticisms reflect some the problems 
inherent offering veterinary courses out- 
side veterinary school. They merit con- 
sideration and study. 

One approach these criticisms may 
include outstanding local practitioners 
regularly members the faculty for 
given course.
